It Is going to be something of an 
American diplomatic task to keep Hie 
various conferees In the straight path 
to the main point, “ the limitation of 
armament.” 
It can he said. o f course. 
arith a certain definiteness, Hint if some 
problems are solved satisfactorily, a 
limitation quickly can he put upon the 
Armaments of the world. 
The prickly 
(tear cactus grows In the path leading 
through the chaparral Intricacies of 
diplomacy as it affects the Far Fast. 
In this connection It can he said to­ 
day that the American government 
seemingly entertains no suspicion of 
the good fnlth of the Japanese, who 
are naturally most concerned In the 
methods of the solution of Oriental 
problems. 
It remains for the Japanese 
to abow as the conference proceeds 
whether or not the faith of the Amer­ 
ican State department Is misplaced. 
There seems to he a recognition In 
Waslugton of the need of Japan for 
apace somewhere for her surplus popu­ 
lation and for enlarged trade condi­ 
tion! which will make her people pros­ 
perous. 
Military and Naval Men Agree. 
There are advisers In m ilitary and 
naval mutters for each country's hotly 
of conferees. 
Thus far In the pre­ 
liminaries there lias not come from a 
single soldier or sailor an Intimation 
of a desire that present conditions In 
armaments shall continue. 
American 
naval men seem to be willing to cut 
armaments, anti so do American army 
men, although they know of the pus 
anality of u loss of th e ,means of live­ 
lihood

trained to arms. The American sailors 
have acquiesced In a proposal to scrap 
many of their ships. 
W tiat tius been suld here of Ameri­

They seem to tie looking at the whole 
matter unselfishly, and as truth gen­ 
erally Is to tie found with ttie uni­ 
form. there is little reason to doubt 
the sincerity of Hit* professional sol­ 
diers aud sailors.
